res ond to some, but not as he wanted, and warned him against interviewing -^iane Bowron 
£js he had interviewed others, arguing a point kf view rather than seeking information. 

He is going to ^allas this coming week and taking a Baltimore policeman who has been 
helping him, according to the policeman, who we know well and who phoned for some inforO 
mation, more as a bodyguard than any tiling else, irkom the '-aty Pp^er account and from what 
Hal ^erb and J^oger Peinman told me, he can use a bodyguard? He has waged a successful 
campaign of making all th^ki-t there' his enemies by making all sorts or charges against 
them. So, although tired, and wanting to get it done, especially to get it mailed if any- 
one came here who could mail it in Frederick, yesterday being a holiday, I wrote him 
immediately telling him I'd have no more of what he'd repeated, diatribes, accusations 
of "attacking" him and other paranoidal outbursts.

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distributing copies of a Baltimore police arrest record on him they say was for child 
molestation and he says was for a drunken driving charge^ dismissed. ) I did try to tell 
Harry to tell Qick about a copyright decision Jim find I got in 75-1996 that he might 
find useful. But the longer we talked the less it was conversation from him and the more 
he edged toward being out of control, lie came to one of the tilings he tliinks I have 
some secrets on and I don't and he made a nasty crack about sending me the check for which 
I'd not even thanked him and that angered me enfaugh so that - 1 - unloaded on him.

Are Jou beginning to see how wild an adventure he i^iua^e^with? So, I warned him 
against (Rookstool, 1 too, with an account of his approach to me, hiding the fact that he was 
an PHI agent, is so far gcjne now that he insists that both thf Zapruder and the 

Pronson films have been altered, part of his supposed plot and both impossible. 

During this ramblig^i and lengthy awfulness he did admits that *£ had shown him 
serious errors in both books.
